pleated) as ſoon as the fulneſs of time was 
come, they reſolved to renew the inſtances 
they had often before made to. the Almighty 
Lords Wherefore preſenting themſelves be- 
fore the awful throne of God, with re- 
doubled earneſtneſs and devotion, they 
jointly proſtrated themſelves at * Nit feet, and 
made the following prayer: All- merciful 
Lord]!

But hence a new difficulty: How, O in- 
ſearchable Wiſdom? How; ſhall Death be- 
come a deſirable good to man, when the 


bare ſound of it is ſufficient to convey horror 


to the ſenſe? .< Know,” anſwers the hea- 
venly monarc h, that though the death of 
the wicked be ſaperlatively wretched, 
that of the righteous is ineſtimably preci-

S paſſes the bertel Vet how, vain, alas, 
their reſearches! Truth traveling round 
the world, finds no one free from guilt, 
not eventhe infant of a day. And Mercy 
. in vain ſeeks, throughout heaven, one 
© who has Tp equal to ſo great an under- 
* taking. Alas all mankind are but infe· 
eee, and the beſt of them muſt; 
even when they act, well, {ay from: St. 
Luxx, chap. xvii. chat they are but? 
unprofitable. ſervants. As none there- 
8 fore could be found ſo abounding in cha- 
„ xity as to lay don their life for lach use 
< leſs, ſeryants;- it was to no purpoſe: for

UR Lord Fefus then returned from the 

Temple and from Jeruſalem with his 
parents to Nazareth, and lived under their 
obedience | 
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obedience wich thein till the beginning of 
his thirtieth year. Nor do we find in * 
ſeripture any thing he did remarkable du- 
ring that time. What then ſhall we admire 
in him, or conceive him to have done during 
ſo great an interval? For if he did any thing 
worthy admiration, why was it not recorded 
as well as the reſt of his actions? It Ieems 
furpriſingly ſtrange! But take notice here, 
that his doing nothing wonderful was a kind 
of miraculous action. For nothing that at- 
tends his life is void of myſtery. While he 
was ſpending his time in practical virtue, 
ke kept ſilent, ſeemingly inactive, and ab- 
ſconded. This ſovereign. Maſter then, ho 
was to teach all virtues, and to point out 
the path of life, began from his youth, by 
fanctifying in his own-perſon the practice of 
z virtuous lite he came to teach, and that in 
a private, ineffable manner, unheard of be⸗ 
fore; that is, appearing in the eyes of the 
world uſeleſs, abject, and ſimple, as we may 
devoutly conceive without danger of raſh- 
nes.” "Though I do not pretend to affirm 
any thing of this kind, or any other indeed 
which is not evidenly oa el by the holy 
ſeriptures, or the traditions of the ſathers, 
as I have already. ſignified 1 in the eginning 
of this work.

any and conver{iB®$H*of men; pending 
much time in xhe Synagogue; which was 
the Church of that time, where; in the loweſt 
place, he would remain for a long time re- 
collected in fervent prayer to his divine Fa- 
ther. Thener he would return homesto his 
beloved Mother! and her bleſſed [Spouſe 
whoſe labour he would often- alleviate, by 
lending a helping hand. Ie would paſs 
and repaſs amidſt the buſy world about him, 
with an air of as little attention to their 'af- 
fairs, as if he did not ſee mankind: and 
"theſe! would ſtupidly wonder that ſb fine a 
youth ſiould be ſeen to do nothiig worthy 
of their praiſe. For all expected him to 
make a ſhining and confiderable figurt 
among them. For while he was a boy, he 
enereuſed equally in age and wiſdom in the 
light of God and Man. But growing up, 
from his:twelfth to his thiirtĩeth year, he was 
not remarkable for any action of probity or 
Manhood above the common ſphere: which 
vbcaſioned a; uniterſal/ ſurpriſe and drew 
upon him che: Uexiſion of the public, wlie 
uſec to call him a ſeleſs idiot, an inſignifi- 
Ant creature, anda ſtupid mortal; or by 
ſuch other kind of titles. Neither did hie 
apply to any learning, inſomuchi that it be- 
came a kind of proverb to ſay that he was 


but an old minor. Such a life did he I

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contempt with all men, Who looked upon 
bim as mean and contemptible, which he 
previouſſy foretold of himſelf by. the mouth 
of his prophet, Gaying,.. „Lam a Worm, 
< and not a man.“ ict ie 111.45 
You ſee then, how much our Lord did, 
ſeeming to do nothing; he rendered him- 
ſelf mean and deſpicable to all, as I have al- 
ready ſaid. i. And ceruinly Iknow no greater 
or more diffi euk praties in All the duties of 
liſe than this. And they, in my opinion, 
may be ſaĩd to have reached the very ſum- 
mit of Chriſtian perfection, who are ſo far 
advanced in perfection as to be able totally 
to overcome the arrogance of their fleſh, No 
truly and unſeignedly to conſent to be re- 
puted as nothing, and even contemned as 
mean and infj t. A uctory over one's 
ſelf of thus nature is greater and more glo- 
rious than the ſacking aà ſtrongly-

patient man is better than the ſtrong one, 
Land he that conquers his ſpirit than the

For it is an abomination to ſee a 
worm, and the deſtined food of worms, 
ſtrutting with arrogance, and vainly raiſing 
Hhimſelf above himfelf; when the! Lord of

If any one ſnould deem 1 an abllrdiey to 
believe that our Lord Jeſus led for ſo long a 
time ſueh a liſe of ſeeming inactivity as here 
mentioned and is rather diſpoſed to think 
+ the Evingeliſts defective in the accounts 
they give of him: Tanſwer, in the firſt place, 
that the example of ſo much and fo great 
virtue, cannot/ properly be called à ſtate of 
inactivity ſince it was the moſt · uſeſul leſſon 
he could give us, as being, properly ſpeak- 
ing, the foundation of all virtue.

He 
was incapable of fiftion, and therefore really 
humbled himſelf to ſeem and be mean and 
ahject in the eyes of men; inſomuch that 
even after he began to preach his ſublime 
and heavenly Doctrine, and confirmed it 
with Miracles, their contempt of him con- 
tinued, and chey would often ſay of him i in 
deriſion, „ Who is this? 1s. Not Tits the car 
+, penters ſon ?? Matth. xiii. With other like 
ſcornful expreſſions. According to this ſenſe 
then, it * how _ the Apoſtle ſaid,

ſervant, f in one ſenſe, by taking human fleſh, 
but in the loweſt ſenſe of the word, that is, 
he took the form of a uſeleſs ſervant, by the 
lowlineſs arid abject manner of his living. 
Would you ſee how powerfully our Lord 
put on this ſword? -Confider every action 
of his, and you will find humility ſhining in 
it in all its luſtre. Do but recollect, and 
you will find it in every action hitherto taken 
notice of. And in thoſe which follow, you 
may obſerve, that he was ſo far from ne- 
glecting the practice of it, that he increaſes 
in humility all his life- time, giving us fre- 

quent leſſons of it to the hour of his death, 
and even after death, nay, after his aſcen- 
ſion. Did not he towards his end waſh his 
Diſciples feet? Was he not extremely hum-. 
bled by the croſs he bore on his divine 
ſhoulders? Did he not aiter his reſurrection, 
when in a glorified ſtate, call his Diſciples, 
Brethren?
